Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

Seeron 1. That so much territory as is contained in the
west one-half of section thirty-three, and the east one-half of
section thirty-two, and lots one, and so much of lot two in
section twenty-nine as lies east of the center line of section
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thirty-two, extended north across said lot two to the Minne-
sota River, in township one hundred and ten, north of range
twenty six west, is hereby constituted and incorperated, and
is hereby made a municipal corperation by the name of Ka-
sota, and the inhabitants occupying the above deecribed
country or lands shall have and possess power by, in and
under gaid corporate name to acquire property real and per-
sonal or mixed, for the use of said town, and may scll and
convey the same at pleasure.

two of them shall be judges, and the Clerk of the Town
Oouncil, or in his absence, some person to be appointed by the
Judges shall beClerk. The polls shall be opened between
